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PREFACE. 


Ill  presenting  this  pamplilet  to  tlu'  pultlic,  I  do  so  in  the 
hope  tliiit  the  tirowinj^f  neeessitics  oi"  riiilwny  eoininnuication 
in  the  I'rovinee  iimy  he  more  foreihly  iiiudf  upparent,  from  a 
comparison  with  other  ]Hirtions  of  the  Dominion,  and  tluit 
attention  will  he  drawn  to  the  ])ressiiiu-  nt-ccl  of  a  thoron<,di 
co-operation  between  all  shades  of  politicians  in  advancin*; 
the  Welfare  of  the  countr}'.  Many  dormant  interests  only 
await  the  hreath  of  the  iron  liorse  to  awaken  to  full  and  vit^- 
orous  vitality,  Since  the  completion  of  tlu;  Canadian  I'acitic 
liailway  the  attention  of  railway  capitalists  has  been  directed 
to  British  Columbia  as  a  Held  for  prolitaitle  investnjent.  The 
great  areas  of  mineral  wealth  aiv  beginning-  to  be  properly 
prospected  and  (»pened  up.  The  valuable  timber  lands  are 
Ijeconung  better  known,  and  vast  areas  of  aLjricultural  capa- 
liilities,  hitherto  netj;lected  or  indillerently  mentionetl,  are 
nttractijii;' capital  from  the  Old  World,  and  not  a  few  of  the 
thrifty  farmers  of  the  New  are  making  this  Province  their 
home. 

This  pamphlet  is  merely  a  compilation  from  well  known 
reliable  ar.thorities  and  only  aims  at  presenting  an  accumula- 
tion of  facts  in  a  concise  form  i'or  iva<ly  reference.

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INTRODUCTORY. 


Tile  t'ollowiii;^- f'rtint  (lie  !iMe  ])(  n  of  Mr.  Kiikman, although 
refeninji'  to  the  railways  in  the  Tnited  States  is  still  apj)licH- 
ble  to  all  countries — the  vexed  (jUestion  of  local  rates  is  not 
mentioned  ;  1  ut  it  is  plainly  to  the  interests  of  a  j^reat  corjior- 
ation  like  tlie  C'ana<lian  I'aciiie  to  de\(l(  )>  all  the  interior 
tratlie  ;ssil>le,  n  ijreat  least^n  for  tlu-  very  hi<>h  local  rates  at 
present  is  the  keen  eoiiipetitit  n  with  lival  lines  on  through 
trailie,  and  the  ]  ossiiile  conse(iuent  necessity  of  ivcujieration 
at  the  exj)ense  of  local  tiatlle  ;  as  the  interests  of  the  general 
coimiiunity  and  those  of  the  railway  .'uc  i<!eiilical,  it  i'olluws 
that  within  reasonahle  limits,  all  r;'al  L-iieNam-t's  cannot  fail  to 
meet  with  ])rt)mjit  an  1  Just  attention  from  iivntlemi-n  con- 
fessedl}"  possessinj.^  ahility  of  a  high  order  e<;ml)ined  with  keen 
practical  knov.ledge  of  railway  manaii'ement. 

(KlllRMAN.)— "The  magnitude  of  details  incident  to  the 
conduct  of  the  alfair-*  i-f  a  railroad  com;)niiy.  while  comhining 
many  of  the  featiu'es  common  to  other  classes  of  hnsiness,  are, 
in  the  main,  peculiar  an<l  exce])tional  in  their  charactei'.  So 
far,  howevei-,  as  conctriis  the  construction  and  the  keeping  in 
order  of  its  plant,  its  husiuess  is  not  notieeaMy  ditferi'iit,  save 
in  magnitude,  frmii  that  of  manufacturers  generally.  It  is  a 
liheial  consunu'r  of  the  products  of  others,  and  a  generous  and 
continuous  patron  of  lahor,  including  various  classes  of  pro- 
fessional men  n<jt  immediately  connected  with  its  service. 

"  The  expenditures  of  railr(\nd.s  compass,  as  we  shall  show, 
an  inlinite  variety  of  ohjeets.  emhr.icing  everything  recjuired 
hy  a  widely  diversilied  Imsiiu'ss,  from  the  ijurchasinu' 
of  the  vast  d(»main  rcMjuired  foi-  tracks  and  station 
fficilities,  to  the  paymt  iit  of  wages  of  operatives;  from 
the  erection  of  mannnoth  warehouses  to  the  planting 
of    shade   trees     ahout    the    pas.'^enger    depots;     from     the 
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rotaininrf  of  a  lawyer  of  (listinction  and  renown,  witli  all  tlio 
expenses  incident  tlieri'to,  <lown  to  tlu^  I'mploynicnt  of  a  Ia<l 
whosi!  sole  laisinoss  it  is  to  supply  water  to  the  thirsty  and 
sweat  heijrinied  operatives  employed  npon  the  construction 
trains  of  a  railroad.  The  dishuisenient  of  a  company  may  he 
said  to  henetit,  and  therefore  to  interest  all  classes.  They  ex- 
tend thi'ough  all  the  ramilications  of  comnterce,  and  afl'airs 
from  the  purchasing  of  a  carjjo  of  coal  needed  in  the  opera- 
tions of  the  ])roperty,  down  to  the  insertion  of  an  advertise- 
ment in  the  njornini^  paper  ;  from  tlio  hirint;^  of  a  Janitor's 
assistant,  through  all  the  vaiious  occupations,  trades  and  pro- 
fessions, and  the  innumerable  grades  peculiar  to  each,  up  to 
the  employment  of  a  surgeon  to  dress  the  l)roken  limb  or 
maimed  body  of  some  luckless  ti-amp  caught  between  the 
company's  cars.  The  disbursements  of  the  railroad  companies 
are  the  life-blood  of  many  important  trades,  and  help,  to  a 
Greater  or  lesser  extent,  to  aiTirrandize  all  classes  and  defjrees 
of  society.  They  may  be  likened  unto  the  wide-sprea<l 
branches  of  a  gigantic  tree,  inidei-  whos*!  generous  canopy 
many  widely  separated  industrii-s  find  shelter  and  protection. 
These  industries,  so  matured,  animate  in  turn  still  others  ; 
these  in  their  turn  still  otheis,  until  in  the  end  every  occupa- 
tion known  to  man  is  benefitted  by  them.

"  A  verj' large  and  respectabh'  class  of  people,  indtMsl,  I 

think  I  may  say,  a  majority  of  the  people,  have  not  heretofore 
considered  our  railway  companies  except  as  common  carriers, 
formed  of  non-resident  stockholders  illllieral  in  their  tendtiucles, 
and  short-sighted  in  their  policies  ;  aliens,  so  to  speak,  having 
no  interests  in  counnon  with  the  people;  aggregations  of  cajiltal- 
ists  leagued  together  for  the  j)urj)oses  ot  profit,  the  suggestion 
of  this  profit  being  such  rates  as  the  interests  of  the  company 
required  without  reference  to  quality  or  worth  of  the  service 
I'cndered,  the  etTect  of  the  rates  upon  the  conununity  from 
which  the}'  are  exacted  not  being  a  matter  of  interest  or  con- 
cern to  the  owners  of  the  property.  For  this  misctaiception 
of  the  real  facts  in  the  case  we  are  indebt(ul  to  a  class  of  pro- 
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fessiomd  writers  who  have  access  to  the  fjoneral  ear,  an<l 
who,  throu«,di  i^'noranee  (jr  de>ijLjn,  or  hoth,  systemafieally 
misrepresent  the  intei'est  and  policy  of  the  railroad  companies. 

"The  interests  of  the  railroad  companies  ajid  the  pidilic 
are  j)ractically  the  same.  No  disaster  can  overtake  the  one 
without  desti'oyinji^  the  jirosperity  of  the  other,  one  cannot 
reap  suhstantial  or  permanent  advanta;.;e  except  the  other  is 
corresp(»ndin<^ly  henelitted. 

"The  capital  invc^sted  in  our  railroads,  U.  S.,  is  so  vast 
(amounting'  t()^4,.')!M),()fS,70:?.OO  in  IS7'S)  and  so  <leeply  rooted 
and  lixefl  in  perpetuity  in  the  heart  of  the  country  that  its 
owners  are  always  the  first  to  apprehend  any  disaster  to  the 
people,  and  are  the  lirst  to  discountenance  any  act  the  ettect  of 
which  is  to  cri[»ple  or  destroy  the  prosperity  of  those;  to  wlujm 
they  look  for  support,  and  without  whom  their  pro[)erty  is 
valueless. 

"  Few  classes  of  liusiness  represent  in  the  same  de<.,'ree 
this  phase  of  perpetuity  that  characterizes  railway  property. 
The  {^freat  hulk  of  it  has,  it  nuiy  he  said,  no  value  outside  its 
immediate  local  purpose,  and  can  neither  be  removed  nor  dis- 
posed of;  this  important  fact,  if  no  other,  will  foi-ever  detine 
and  ti.x  the  conseivatism  (4'  railway  owneis;  their  inteiests,  if 
not  their  inclination  compel  them  to  piusue  on  the  whole,  an 
e(piitable  policy  towards  those  on  whom  their  property  is  de- 
pendent for  its  security  and  employment. 

"  Another  important  fact  in  connection  with  our  railways 
is  very  often  forj^otten  or  overlooked ;  namely,  that  their 
revenues,  wdiatever  they  may  be,  are  largely  expended,  as  fast 
as  collected,  in  the  connnui.ity  from  which  they  arc  derived- 
Fully  {'}4>  per  cent,  of  the  revenue  earned  by  companies  is  ex- 
pended as  fast  as  it  accrues,  for  labor,  supplies,  etc.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  large  number  of  persons  steadily  in  the  service  of 
railroad  companies  variously  estimated  at  from  400,000  to 
500,000  men,  representing  a  population  of  from  2,000,000  to 
2,500,000  people,  tliey  give  employment  incidentally  to  a  vastly

connection  of  interest  strenntlKiied  and  hroaileiied  mitil  it  may 
be  saitl  toendirace  civili/ed  society  us  ji  whole. 

"  Hence  it  is  apparent  that  anythin^f  that  affects  the  rail- 
way interest  ininriouslv.  atl'eets  iniurion.'-h'  al!  othei'  interests, 
the  hond  of  syniiiMthv  hitw<  en  thetn  1  eiim'  in  all  things  com- 
pleto  and  irrevocahle."
